I should like to state my opinion on

Admittedly, California Road Clubs 
are unactive, unorganized, uninteresting 
are unimaginative, despite the popular 
myth to the contrary. California style 
poker runs are, indeed, usually super- 
highway affairs where little skill, other 
than following directions, is needed. 
In my home state, Massachusetts, we 
try to make Road Runs a little more 
interesting by staying off the road. After 
all what fun is in wasting your weekends 
by storming around on the highway when 
you do that all week long anyway?? 
When Sunday comes, the runs are de- 
signed to give the road rider a chance 
to pit his skill against all sorts of in- 
teresting adversaries: woods, trails, 
mud, sand, water, power lines, farmer's 
dogs and over zealous policemen. You 
ask the road rider who has spent all 
day crash-banging around in the woods 
with his full dress 74 if he thinks he's 
earned something. The three dollar 
trophy isn’t much compensation for the 
saddlebag that didn’t make it through 
the trees of the spotlight that you left 
hanging on a fence or the hour you 
spent getting out of that little mud hole, 
but it does provide, and this is the 
important thing, a lasting memory of a 
very enjoyable day. The road runs are 
designed to give everyone, both rider 
and passenger alike, an equal chance 
at taking home a little bit of the fun 
associated with motorcycle riding. The 
gift certificate or accessory that you 
suggest as prize for this ‘‘unskillful’’ 
type of event could not be worth more 
than three or four dollars, because of 
the limited funds collected at these 
runs, and after the certificate is cashed 
or the cheap accessory breaks then 
what have you? Nothing! The trophy is 
a permanent memory. 

You suggest that trophies should be 
reserved for more active forms of com- 
bat such as scrambling. What do trophies 
mean to the scrambler that already has 
closets full of them? Nothing! In fact 
several well known scramblers back 
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East showed their contempt for the 
little statues, a year or so back, by 
virtually demanding gift certificates of 
the promoting clubs. Very unsportsman

Safety Seminar Brings 
Top Brass Together 


The top brass of the motorcycle sport 
and industry met Tuesday with high- 
ranking officers of the U.S. Air Force 
in a high-powered conclave to attack the 
danger problem of motorcycle riding. 

The Air Force mapped out their rea- 
sons for concern early in the conference 
at Norton Air Force Base near San Bern- 
ardino. Lt. Col. Richard Bryan, an Orth- 
opedic Surgeon, described a random 
sampling of injuries to AirForce person- 
nel and the cost of **patching them up."" 
Taxpayers, said the Colonel, are paying 
enormously for hospitalization and dis- 
ability pensions due to preventable 
motorcycle accidents. To set the trend 
for the ‘‘anything-goes’’ think session, 
he showed slides of some farfetched, 
but not impossible means of preventing 
some of the accidents as he described 
them (an inflatable pillow that cushions 
the head on impact, a suit of armor to 
prevent broken bones, etc.) 


Ban ''White-Lining’’ 

Then a Lieutenant and three airmen 
stationed at the base described very 
articulately why they enjoy riding bikes 
and how they plan to keep doing so. 
Among suggestions for how motorcycle 
riding could become safer, one urged 
that riding between lanes of stopped 
cars be illegalized. 

Col. John Staap was introduced from 
the audience. Col., Staap, a rotund, mild- 
mannered man about fifty, is the fastest 
man on earth. His speed of 632 mph on 
the Air Force’s rocket-powered research 
sled has not yet been equalled at Bon- 
neville, And hopefully no one will beat 
the Colonel’s stopping record: from 632 
mph in 1.4 sec, flat! 

Col. Staap asked whether separate 
lanes for motorcycles might not be a 
solution to the accidents involving other 
vehicles. He suggested the center divider 
of the freeways could be used for this 
purpose. 

As Col. Evans, the honcho of the 
seminar explained to Cycle News, the 
purpose of the two-day seminar was to 
get the Air Force ‘‘brought up to speed" 
on progress with motorcycle safety. 


Industry Hasn't Been Idle 

After stating the problem and brain- 
storming a few new solutions, the Air 
Force introduced the men who are in 
part responsible for the enormous sudden 
growth of motorcycling in America, to 
hear what they are doing on the safety 
battlefront. 

William Berry, Executive Director of 
the Motorcycle, Scooterand Allied Trades 
Association, outlined the basic organi- 
zational steps accomplished under his 
direction to provide a firm foundation 
for progress against the accident problem. 

Both the Trade Association and the 
AMA have established cooperation with 
motor vehicle administrators and safety 
directors for state and federal agencies. 
This was clearly the first step toward a 
uniform set of safety requirements which 
industry members would follow in their 
manufacture and sale of motorcycles. 
Also the industry, Berry said, is working 
for establishment of motorcycle operator 
licenses in all 50 states. This requires 
many things, including education, in- 
Structional material, testing procedures 
and minimum requirements,to be effective. 
The association is preparing a: book to 
to give instruction. 

“‘The number of motorcycles grew so 
suddenly, ‘‘Berry explained, ‘‘that every- 
one was caught unprepared for the prob- 
lems that grew up with it. The trade 
association is working hard to narrow the 
safety gap.'" 

Next Walter Davidson .of Harley- 
Davidson Motor Co., James Jingu, Dir- 
ector of Public Relations for Yamaha 
and J.C. McCormack of'U.S. Suzuki told 
the seminar of the steps they had taken 
individually and through the trade assoc- 
iation to alleviate the problem. Their 
efforts probably are already familiar to 
readers of Cycle News, and collectively, 
they add up to an impressive beginning. 

Representing the company with nearly 
60% of the U.S. motorcycle market, Mr. 
M. Matsuoka of American Honda related 
the story of making Honda’s excellent 
safety film ‘‘Invisible Circle’’ and told 
how quality control and product improve-

ment through racing and research are 
helping to make motorcycles safer to-ride. 


Now ... Meet M.E.S.C.A. 

Among the many good suggestions 
put forth and discussed, we discovered 
that separate parties were working in- 
dependently to develop a simulator for 
teaching motorcycle riders how to con- 
trol their machines without endangering 
the student. Flight simulators such as 
the.Link Trainer have been standard 
Air Force training aids for years, it was 
pointed out. This same line of thought 
prompted a Cycle News staffer to dev- 
elop a sort of Link Trainer for motor- 
cycle learners some months ago. When 
we heard that others were trying to 
develop a similar device, so far without 
much success, we offered to share our 
invention. 

Called Motorcycle Experience Simil- 
ator Control Apparatus, our device re- 








presents the solution to several of the 


biggest problems that will be encountered 
in trying to teach millions of Americans 
the demanding art of safe riding. A sim- 
ulator is supposed to create artificially, 
under controlled conditions, the same 
situation a student would experience 
during the real thing. Automobile driving 
simulators have been developed satis- 
factorily, but until recently the problems 
of banking and balance have stymied 
dévelopment of the motorcycle:ssimulator. 

M.E.S.C.A. places the student on a 
device which feels and responds exactly 
like a motorcycle does, with onenotable 
exception: It doesn't crash. A movie of 
the road ahead is projected on a screen 
in front of the ''cycle'' and the: speed 
of the projector is geared to the speed 
controls of the cycle. Normal riding 
movements, turning the  handlebars, 
shiftingthe weight, cause the simulator to 
bank and turn like a real motorcycle, 
After a few seconds the student forgets 
he is in a simulator. It is like riding 
down the road. 

At programmed intervals, road hazards 
and situations are encountered which 
call for control on the part of the rider. 
He must accellerate, maintain speed, 
turn, change lane position or stop within 
pre-set reaction times or else ''go out 
of control’’. When he goofs, a bell clangs 
and the screen goes. blank, revealing a 
mirrow showing the rider facing himself. 
The abrupt change from the illusion of 
speed to the illusion of seeing a stat- 
ionary cycle rider a few feet in front of 


you is as much of a mental shock as a» 


crash. It doesn’t hurt the student as 
much as a real crash, but he remembers 
it, =

PARADE 


THREE CHEERS-FOR 
THE HI-JINX

If you missed this poker run, you 
missed a good one which more than like- 
ly won't be repeated until the Hi-Jinx 
have another. 

The Hi-Jinx don't like the average, 
too easy, poker run. They like to be just 
a little different. This club believes in 
the old philosophy that what is worth 
having is worth working for, and to win 
some of their gold you must stay alert 
and work for every point. That's what I 
said, every point. No one gets a trophy 
just because he was lucky enough to 
draw a good poker hand. The five cards 
that were drawn at the non-secret checks 
were only a small part. Their trophy get- 
ters are points. In this point system rid- 
ers are given points for making checks 
(not as easy at it sounds), for poker 
hands, for making observations along the 
way and answering related questions, 
and also the games. There were a possi- 
ble 126 points in this run and the winner 
missed 40 of them. 

Although only a small group of riders 
took part in the run, all of those who 
finished had a blast. All that finished? 
Sound strange for a poker run? Like I 
said, the Hi-Jinx don't like things too 
easy. Only 50% of the entires were able 
to complete the run. The rest? Nobody 
knows, but they didn't make it to the 
finish. In fact, quite à few didn't make 
it to the first check, which was held 
open two hours longer than planned. 
(Three riders that I know of were at 
Disneyland when they should have been 
leaving check point 41 in Turnbull Can- 





Fun bikes were popular on the Hi-Jinx Run, 


The cyclists left one at a time at two 
minute intervals, from Jenkins Sports 
Center in Norwalk, When the riders took 
off, they had only enough instructions to 
lead them to the first check. Hi-Jinx 
instructions are not really hard, but they 
are different and allow little room for 
mistakes. The names of streets and high- 
way numbers are never used so one has 
no way of reaching the next check unless 
he followed his directions to the letter. 
To follow the route, one must count 
traffic signals, stop signs and inter- 
sections, look for certain buildings, 
landmarks, etc. The sheets were simple 
to follow, but follow them you must. 
Printed on the direction sheets were 
questions to be answered by observing 
certain things along the way. Correct 
answers to these questions scored points 
for the riders at the next check. Riders 
carried a tally card, and an offical at 
each check marked down the number of 
points he had earned since the previous 
check, 

All riders did not receive the same set 
of directions. There were two different 
sets, and they weregiven out alternately. 
This provided a bit of fun, because at 
the very first tum some were sent to the 
left and some were sent to the right. 
Then to make things more confusing, they 
found themselves meeting each other 
only a few moments later.

Nothing like riding with your friends, 


the city streets from Norwalk to Whittier, 
the riders took the snaking Turnbull 
Canyon Road through Turnbull Canyon 
in the Puente Hills. After leaving check 
#1 in the Hills, they traveled to Pomona, 
then turned around and headed back to 
the south. After leaving Pomona, the 
bikers traveled to another section of the 
Puente Hills, then into Orange County 
and finally ending up in Irvine Park for 
lunch.

Here the riders found plenty of 
curves including long sweepers and a 
heaping helping of tight left-rights. In 
this section of the run, riders encounter-

ed dead-end roads and secret checks. 
They also found themselves riding over 
the same roads several times in different 
directions and passing riders coming from 
the opposite direction. 

Only 5075 of the entries completed the 
run. Since this was the case, you might 
consider this an enduro-poker run. Call 
it what you like; for my money, it was a 
good run. 

The run was set up to cover just over 
100 miles but some riders logged over 
175 miles before they reached the finish, 








which was back at Jenkins Sports Center. 
If you are a good road rider and you mis- 
sed this run, make a little note in your 
black book not to mis the next Hi-Jinx 
run. However, if you are one of those 
riders who can’t even follow the simplist 
maps given out at most poker runs, and 
you get your kicks by protesting the map 
at the end of the run, you might as well 
go to a movie and leave the run for the 
heads-up riders. You could not reach 
the end to put in your protest. 

For a well-handled, well-planned run 
spiked with originality and hard earned 
trophies, I would like to be the first to 
stand up and give three cheers for the 
Hi-Jinx.

ENGLAND’S VISITING RACER 
GIVES HIS VIEWS OF CALIF. 
COMPETITION SCENE 
By Maurice G. Arden 


Maurice has only one tie, besides 
being a super-enthusiast, to the motor- 
cycle industry in England and that is he 
designed, developed and promoted the 
original Big John boots. After four 
years he has sold his rights to the 
Rickmans, and the trip here represented 
part of the profits. 


I wish to refer to the Shamrocks 
State Championship Hare and Hounds 
event, in which I took part. 

I took up my position on the start 
line along with my Host, Bill Blakeslee, 
friends were busy taking photographs 
and the next minute bikes were starting 
all around us. 

At the end of the first lap I was in- 
formed that I was in 41st position, 
which was incredible to my mind, I did 
not think that the gsing had been fast 
and it was my intention that I would 
finish the run, I didn’t really care where 
I finished. However we had to go off on 
that second (first) lap again and like 
Larry Haley said, it was a real fun ride, 
which I really enjoyed until the gearbox 
selector spring on my 250 broke (kindly 
loaned to my by Gordon Karrel, bless 
‘im). No tools and miles from anywhere 
at the top of a hill of deep sand which 
by that time had been churned up by a 
few hundred wheels. 

I went looking for a rock and found a 
skeleton! I looked to the sky to see if 
there were any buzzards waiting for me 
also. Boy did I feel a long way from 
home! But to work, I must finish, the 
idea was to smash the primary cases of 
Gordon’s beloved bike and see what was 
wrong in there, and if able to fix it tem- 
porarily, ride in to the finish area, we 
had spares there and could fix it, I 
could then do the other loop. 

About to smash the bike when up 
screams someone on a Triumph, forget 
the chap’s name, but who-ever, many 
thanks to him, he’d got tools and I could 
get at the Pesky trouble. We are then 
joined by Lon Peterson and son (I 
think), who told me the way to go if I 
couldn't get the thing running again. As 
it was still my intention to jam this 
bike in gear and ride in on one cog if 
necessary, they said it was doubtful 
that it would stay in gear, but I was 
6,000 miles from home and more than 
anything, I wanted to finish (oh for a 
bent nail). 

So with the bike jammed in a gear as 
best I could, returned the tools with 
thanks, I rolled down the hill to try to 
start it, away it went first time, Great... 
turned it round at the bottom and pointed 
it, let it off and was going great guns 
for about 15 yards, then Ping ..... it 
jumped out of gear and that was that, so 
I coasted to the bottom of the hill and

joined the other unfortunates who had 
retired. I had been told I was 18 miles 
from the finish point, but in actual fact 
this turned out to be only about four 
miles, somewhere near Dove Springs 
Road I think, having got over the bitter 
disappointment of retiring, I settled 
down to a long freewheel nearly all the 
way down that valley in heat that we 
have never experienced before. And 
they saidit was cool out there that day... 
they MUST be kidding. Thanks to the 
lads with the Pickup truck for the ride 
home and the 7-Up. 

The liming and the DANGER marking 
was out of this world, we have nothing 
like that in England. It was absolutely 
incredible that riders be warned of this 
sort of thing, in England one belts 
across the Moors and its up to the rider 
if he’s going too fast at the wrong time. 
Good thinking that, I liked it. 

To sum this up, I just feel that I 
would like to ride in more of these 
events. I understand that this particular 
one was quite easy. 

There appears no reason at all to me 
why the United States should not win 
the International 6 Days Trial, because 
your riders are riding one, almost every 
week. The thing against you is the. ex- 
treme wet which can and is most likely 
to be encountered in Europe. This is 
where trials riding comes in. 

It has always been the writers firm 
belief that trials are the making of any 
motor cycling. Ask Jeff Smith, ask 
Geoff Duke (British Northern Champion 
in the 50’s) and it was my firm belief 
when I was over in the U.S. in Septem- 
ber that more trials riding could improve 
the lot of the American rider almost 
whatever his final choice of racing is. 
If as I hope, it will be my fortune to 
persuade my wife to'come to live in the 
United States, then I shall try to promote 
English type trials here more. than they 
appear to be at this time. 

Finally, to all who helped me in any 
small way when I was in your fine coun- 
try, may I say thank you, I had a wonder- 
ful time and met some equally wonderful 
people.

The first annual Calico 125 relay race 
for trail bikes ended a huge success, but 
the race had to be called off short of the 
scheduled distance due to darkness. Jeff 
Paul aboard a Bridgestone and Willie 
Kuhlmann riding a Yamaha 80 won the 
race. 

The race was scheduled to last 125 
miles, but the winners were stopped after 
only 115, due to the setting sun. The 
race began at 9:30 a.m. on November 13. 

The winning team took the lead on 
the 48rd lap and held on to it forthe rest 
of the way over a dry-lake bed course 
below Calico Ghost Town. A time lapse 
of three minutes seperated them from 
second placers Frank Vallefouco, Ho- 
daka, and Ralph Luhm, Yamaha. 

The father and son team of John Wel- 
born and Larry Welborn led the race for 
the first 42 laps, with only one lap out 
of the lead when the second place finish- 
ers took charge momentarily. 

Bud Denslow and Bill O'Neill placed 
third aboard Yamahas, followed by anoth- 
er father and son team of Don and Keith 
Tennis, riding a Bridgestone and a Ho- 
daka. The youngest team to enter with a 
combined total age of 26 years placed 
fifth as Ken Weber and Richie Mendez 
rode in on a Honda. Ray Carvajal took 
sixth on a Yamaha.

the race included Earl Roeseler and his 
“soupy” 97cc: competition Zundapp. 
Earl is number 1 desert trail bike rider. 

The race was completely free from 
injuries, although adequate medical 
facilities were available had there been 
a need for them. 

The relay part of the race took part 
in front of the pits, as the riders would 
zoom into a limed area where their part- 
ner was waiting to scoot off. The retiring 
rider would zip off a plastic necklace, 
and slip it over his partner’s head.

Bauman’s Suzuki developed mechani- 
cal problems and McLaughlin, who was 
doing a masterful job of controlling the 
Kawasaki “Samurai” on the treacherous 
turn three, had luck catch up with him. 
He drifted wide and clipped a course 
marker, bending his shift lever back, 
causing him to drop out. Phil Makanna 
then brought his Suzuki X*6 into the 
winner’s circle, while Richard Hird per- 
formed commendably by crossing the 
finish line ahead of all his rivals in the 
350cc class, aboard a Yamaha 305. This 
is, to our knowledge, the first 350 class 
win by a Yamaha 305 on the West Coast. 


Grant Unloads 


Just a short delay and the “scratch- 
ers” of the 250cc GP class were ready 
and eager to take the green flag. With 
one lap down the order was Ron Grant, 
Number One A.F.M. rider, on a Suzuki, 
Art Bauman, Suzuki, Steve McLaughlin 
on the stock Kawasaki Samurai and Merv 
Wright, Parilla. About midway, Grant un- 
loaded but quickly remounted to hold 
second place, behind Art Bauman. Grant 
was unable to make up the deficit, es- 
pecially since the fall had damaged his 
exhaust system, and he had to settle for 
second. On the last lap, out of the last 
turn, Merv Wright proved to be the fox 
again as he passed Steve McLaughlin 
and out-accelerated the stock Kawasaki 
with the super light Parilla to claim 
third place. The Kawasaki proved its 
future potential in competition by plac- 
ing as well as it did. 

As soon as the 350's were griddled 
they bumped off and blasted through turn 
one and headed off towards “Devils El- 
bow” (turn two). Bob Bender (Honda 350) 
who was away first, was third after one 
lap, behind Ron Grant (Honda) and Art 
Bauman (Honda). Grant and Bauman pro- 
ceeded to put on a great wheel to wheel 
dice for nearly the whole 37% miles, 
with Bauman coming out the victor. Dick 
(Fearless) Kilgroe, meanwhile, overtook 
Bob Bender for third while Bender held 
on for fourth.

While the American Motorcycle 
Association is by no means a dem- 
ocratic organization, its owners have 
wisely given heed to some of the 
more strident demands from the $2 
members in order to keep the riders 
happy. I was privileged to attend 
the. Competition Committee meeting 
in Columbus, Ohio last month, along 
with Gordon Jennings of Cycle Mag- 
azine, Bob Hicks of New England 
Cycle-Sport, Jean Carter of District 
37 and other leaders and opinion- 
makers of the sport. The chief impres- 
sion that I brought back from Col- 
umbus is that Executive Secretary 
Bill Berry and the members of the 
Committee who attended are deeply 
concerned with maintaining ever- 
higher standards of competition for 
AMA racers and to a lesser extent, 
road riders. 

It had been rumored earlier that 
the AMA was seeking to get out of 
competition sanctioning business in 
order to concentrate on safety, ins- 
urance and other aspects of motor- 
cycling. It is true that more attention 
is being given to these important 
problems, but I’m convinced the AMA 
wouldn’t give up its dominant role in 
motorcycle racing if you paid them to. 
This is simply because the leaders 
are having too much fun to ever give 
it up. 

Open Forum brings open Debate 

The closest thing to democracy 
that the annual orgy of rulebook re- 
thinking offers is the ““Open Forum” 
in which anyone can ask questions, 
air his views and make his needs 
known to the Committee. The Com- 
mitteemen are under no obligation to 
hear or heed the speakers at the open 
forum, and the AMA publishes no 
minutes of it, but a number of import- 
ant positions were outlined from 
unrepresented AMA members and 
outsiders. 


Press Power Speaks Up 


The three editors present repre- 
sented over half of U.S. motorcycle 
magazine circulation. Bob Hicks, a 
scrambles rider, asked for better con- 
sideration of sportsman competition 
including higher admission for spec- 
tators. Gordon JenningsJ requested 
that the decision to reduce engine 
displacement from 500cc to 350cc in 
1969 be reconsiderd, ‘‘ Because rac- 
ing is first and foremost a show, and 
big engines put on a better show 
than little ones.” 

Your editor endorsed the MRI 
amendment that Amateur Class C 
racers be permitted to compete in 
sportsman events where no money is 
paid, pleaded for greater local con- 
trol of basic policies and requested 
that the Tour Award for road riders 
be permanently restored. 

Jean Carter asked for 1) permis- 
sion and procedure to seek local 
variance through District sports com- 
mittees. 2) Restoration of National 
Championship designations for sport- 
smen and 3) repeal of the ban on pro 
racers riding sportsman races. 

For how the Competition Commit- 
tee acted on these problems see the 
starred (*) passages below. 

The almost-complete minutes of 

the Competition Committee Meeting 
are reprinted below. We scissored 
out some news already reported and 
boring business which pertained to 
internal housekeeping procedures, 
but otherwise the minutes are intact.

Top Gas 

Whew, was this a close one at Irwin- 
dale! Millard Disharoon raced Ron Knapps 
250cc Yamaha in the first round and 
came out only scant inches ahead. Nira 
Johnson was up next to oppose Len 
Jasmin. Each was on a Triumph but there 
was 150cc’s more in Nira’s machine that 
gave Len a second and one half head 
Start. Nira's ''Agtisi'" came out of the 
hole strong and pulled past the 500 with- 
out trouble but despite the way it looked 
to spectators. A final race was between 
Nira Johnson and Disharoon — was only 
two tenths of.a second difference. It was 
one race too many for Nira lost a rod (or 
something that puts cracks in a crank- 
case) at the lights. Disharoon's final 
elapsed time read 11.62 seconds with 
117.03 miles per hour. 


Top Fuel 

Four machines vied for top fuel at 
Irwindale and the first race saw Bob 
Michaels' **Black Knight'' Harley staged 
against the Alf Hagon framed Triumph 
of Jeff Gough. 

Jeff works at Cycle World, Inc. in 
Buena Park, Calif., and his boss has 
joined the sponsorship program that 
produces winning racers. 

Jeff came out of the hole slightly 
ahead of Michaels and held it all the 
way for a win by a wheel. 

The second race brought Murray and 
Cooks' Twin engine Triumph up with the 
fuel burning Honda of Al Gonsenbach. 
Jim Cook laid down a cloud of heavy 
smoke that trailed all the way to the 
winners lights. Al moved a little too 
Soon and drew a red light but this doesn't 
mean its slow for his best of the day 
was12.72 seconds with105.77 for speed. 

The final was Murray and Cook vs 
Jeff Gough and each staged with deter- 
mination. As soon as the green lights 
were on, everyone knew it wasn't right, 
for Cook didn't burn out in the usual 
fashion. Jeff took the lead from go to 
win and turned a final elapsed time and 
speed of 11.03 — 130.81. Jim Cook, 
who had cleaned all the cogs from the 
gear box shafts, came through the lights 
at 11.65 seconds. 

Sonny Raslawski put in an elapsed 
time at Lions drag strip that was the 
weekend's quickest, Only two machines 
were on the fuel kick and Bob Ebeling's 
Triumph was Sonny's only competition. 

Each fired on the electric rollers and 
moved forward to stage. When the yellow 
light took on a green cast each machine 
moved out and after the first forty feet 
it was Harley-Davidson all the way.Son- 
ny took the trip in 10.08 seconds at 
144.00 miles per hour. Even though 
Sonny was the only man riding, two 
others were in the background, one was 
Gayland Hill, who owns the Harley 
dealership in Oxnard, Calif., and the 
other is Gordon Kately who accompanies 
Sonny. All of them help to produce quick 
times and fast speeds. 


Undecided 

The program at Lions was run with- 
out difficulties but there was one big 
deficit. A leading drag publication ad- 
vertised prize money for bikes but it 
was not decided until noon as to how 
much or for whom. Fontana has a set 
weekly amount and so does Irwindale 
Raceway. If Lions cannot tellin advance, 
then the racers will go where there is a 
sure thing instead of taking a gamble. 
Maybe this will not occur again, but I 
have heard that there may not even be 
a second time money award for fuelers. 
(Gr r r r.) 

Next weekend gives the racer a choice 
of fine locations. Irwindale, Fontana, 
Lions and Romona. The Saturday program 
for bikes is only at Irwindale and the 
other three are open Sunday. Fontana 
has their great 50 cents per mill for all 
speeds over one hundred award. It's a 
great privilege to have a choice of racing 
locations, and so I flip a coin and will 
race and report from .... next weekend.
